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SURVIVOR TELLS |GERMAN ATTACKS LESS VIOLENT IN: 
HOW 47 LOSTLIVES BELGIUM; ALLIES MAKE PROGRESS 


IN ROYALTON MINE 


Leo Bellamy Says Reversal of Air . After 
Explosion Caused Death From After-Damp 
of Many of the Injured—Fifty Were Saved 
for Every One Killed by Action, Mine Man- 
ager States—Count Shows 276 Escaped— 
Only Two or Three Missing.

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French Continue to Advance in the 
Forests of Eastern France — Ger- 
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From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 

ROYALTON, Ill, Oct. 28.—With 47 bodies already recovered 
from the Franklin Coal and Coke Co. mine it now is believed the 
toll.of deaths caused by yesterday’s gas explosion will not go 
above 50. All but two or three of the miners who entered the 
workings a short time before the explosion have been accounted 


for. 

A house-to-house canvass of the 
miners’ homes has shown that 276 men 
escaped. Some went direct to their 
homes and did not report themselves 
gafe. This led to the belief that more 
than 100 men were still in the mine when 
the rescue work started. 

Fire Damp Kills Several. 

Prompt reversal of the air after the 
explosion saved the men who escaped, 
but took the lives of some of their 47 
fellow workers, according to state- 
ments of Leo Bellamy, one of the min- 
ers, and James D. Brown, mine mana- 
ger. 

Bellamy says the men who were 
maimed and crippled by the explosion 
were killed by the fire damp which 
swept over them when the air was re- 
versed. These men were nearest the air 
shaft and the reversal of the air pulled 
the fire damp back to where they were. 

Brown says the reversal of the air 
probably took the lives of some, but 
holds it was a necessary measure and 
says for every miner that was killed 
by the fire damp, 50 were saved. 

Brown was walking from the engine 
room to the shaft when the expigsion 
occurréd. He shouted to Lee Griffin, the 
engineer, to reverse the fan in the air 
shaft. This had the effect of drawing 
fresh air down the main shaft and 
drawing it up the air shaft. 

“The men had just gone down,” said 
Brown this morning, “‘and I knew most 
of them had not gone far from the shaft. 
The reversing of the fan drew fresh air 
down the air shaft to them. A cage 
was at the top and I jumped into it and 
went to the bottom. 

“IT found 7% men near the shaft who 
did not know the air had been reversed 
and were starting toward the air shaft. 
I turned them back and they were all 
saved. The cages were not damaged. 
The men were quickly hoisted 320 feet to 
the top. 

“The men further back quickly discov- 
ered that the air had been reversed and 
made their way to the bottom of the 
main shaft and were hoisted to the sur- 
face. Some of them were overcome by 
gas and had to be assisted. They all re- 
ey as soon as they reached the fresh 
air,” 

Tells How Many Lost Lives. 

Leo Bellamy related today how the re- 
versing of the air snuffed out the lives 
of men who were maimed by the explo- 
sion. He said: 

“I was walking along the main air 
course, about 200 yards from the bottom, 
on my way to the room where I worked. 
Forty or fifty men were strung along 
the air course. I heard a distant rum- 
ble and then it was like a cyclone. 
Timbers, coal and dust were hurled 
through the entry. A timber struck me 
on the leg and knocked me cown. Ten 
or fifteen men were piled in the entry 
back of me. I could heard their cries 
and groans. My brother Charley was 
among them. All the lights had been 
blown out. I tried to get back to help 
my brother, but the fan had been re- 
versed and was pulling the after damp 
towarius. It drove me back. The only 
one besides me who could get away was 
a Slay whose name I don’t know. 

“He dragged me along the entry, try- 
ing to get away from the after damp. 
We did not know where we were going. 
In a little while we stumbled into the 
air shaft. We thought we were safe 
there, but the after damp reached us 
and we had to climb or die. We groped 
around until we found the ladder and 
began to climb. It was 320 feet to the 
top. My leg was very painful and I was 
dazed. When I was about fifty feet 
from the top I gave out. The Slav was 
ahead of me. I begged him not to leave 
me, but he was not able to help me. He 
reachei the top and Sherman Dowel and 
Louls Chapman came down and ‘snaked’ 
me up. The after damp killed the men 
who were crippled.” 

Brother’s Body Recovered. 

Bellamy was carried to the engine 
room and revived. His brother's body 
was recovered during the night. Bel- 
lamy returned to the mine this morn- 
ing and obtained hi: brother’s clothing. 
He was holding it in his arms asa he 
told hie story. 

Thirty-three bodies were taken out 
during the night, making the total] 47. 
J. C. Mitchell, president of the company, 
and Brown do not believe there are any 
more bodies in the mine. 

The explosion did not set fire to the 
mine and it has been cleared of after- 
damp. Rescue parties penetrated to 
every part of the mine during the night. 
They say that if any bodies remain be- 
low they are crushed under debris. 

Most of the bodies have been identi- 
fied. Coroner Biggs will hold an in- 


quest this 
hall. 


Most of the victims are unmarried 
foreigners. The bodies were taken to 
a vacant house near the mine and an 
undertaking establishment. Fifty men 
stood in line at the temporary morgue 
waiting their turn to see the bodies of 
relatives. Women and children were 
not permitted to see the dead. 

Women who had been bereft sat hud- 
died in their: little homes weeping and 
waited for their dead to be brought 
home.

Many Sightseers at Mine. 

Only about 100 men were about the 
shaft at 7 a. m. today. The rescuers 
were still below. Two ambulances wait- 
ed at the top. A hundred men were 
about the temporary morgue, a block 
away. During the forenoon scores of 
automobiles and other vehicles brought 
reople from the surrounding country. 


The bodies were found scattered along 
the entries and in the rooms single and 
in piles. Some were badly burned and 
had probably perished in the flames 
that followed the explosion. Others 
bore no marks but were blackened by 
the coal dust that was blown along the 
entries by the explosion. 


It was not possible to tell how many 
had been killed by the afterdamp. The 
explosion occurred in the third or fourth 
north entry of the mine west entry. 
Mine Manager Brown says it was 
swamp gas that exploded but nobody 
knows what ignited it. It may have 
been done by a miner's lamp or by a 
flash of powder. William McDowell and 
Pearl Southward, mine examiners, were 
in the mine all night. It was their duty 
to report any gas that they found and 
placard the part of the mine where it 
was. 

They reported when they came up at 
6 o’clock that there was no gas, Brown 
says. 

One of the miners not accounted for 1s 
Russell Harris, 19 years old, whose fa- 
ther risked his life in search for him 
but was not able to find him. He, how- 
ever, helped rescue 15 others. The son is 
believed to be among the unidentified.

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EXCISE COMMISSIONER DOES 
NOT THINK CLUBS SHOULD 
BE REGULATED AS SALOONS 


Anderson Reserves Definite Announcement of 
His Plan but Indicates Rules Will Not BeSameas 
for Bars; Harvey Advises Closing for Election. 


Excise Commissioner Anderson told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today he did 
not believe the decision of the Supreme 
Court yesterday, holding that clubs sell- 
ing liquor must have a saloon license, 
placed the clubs on the same basis as 
saloons. He said his rulings on saloons 
might not apply to clubs. 

Anderson understood the 
merely to mean that clubs selling liquor 
must obtain licenses. 


decision 


‘‘In my opinion,’’ Anderson said, “‘this | 


means that the bars of the clubs come 
within the same laws a- saloons, but it 
does not mean that the entire club sell- 
ing liquor is a saloon, and it does 
not necessarily mean that the place 
in the club where liquor is sold is 
to come under the same regulations as 
a saloon. 

Will Not Pass on Question Now. 

‘‘Admission to a real club is limited to 
its members. The general public is not 
admitted, and I can’t say that the same 
restrictions shall be placed around clubs 
as are placed around saloons. 

“Of course I will not pass on these 
matters until I see the opinion or until 
the matter is presented to me in an of- 
ficial way, but I am merely indicating 
generally my views. 

“Whether dancing and music will be 
permitted in rooms in which liquor Is 
s.rved in clubs must be determined 
later. Now I can only say that I do 
not believe the clubs should be placed 
in the same category with saloons, be- 
cause the general public is not admit- 
ted.” 

Members of the University, Racquet, 
St. Louis, Elks and Columbian Clubs, 
which are within 300 feet of churches, 
feared that because of that fact the 
Excise Commissioner could not Issue 
saloon licenses to them. 

Anderson said the common belief that 
the law prohibited saloons within 300 
feet of a church or public school was 
without foundation, and that there is 
no such law. A number of years ago 
there was a city ordinance containing 
this prohibition, but it was repealed. 

Circuit Attorney Harvey said he did 
not expect to take up the enforcement 
of the ruling of the Supreme Court Im- 
mediately, although he would consider it 
advisable for clubs to remain closed next 
Tuesday, the day of the general election. 

The Circuit Attorney does not belleve 
the clubs are In law entitled to dispense 


which to file a motion for a rehearing 
of the case, because such a rule would 
apply in cases involving the application 
of the police power. 

However, he said a saloon license can- 
not legally be granted until the applica- 
tion has been on file for 10 days and that 
he believed it to be proper to give the 
clubs at least 10 days in which to adjust 
their affairs to comply with the law. 
He said that after he had seen a copy 
of the opinion he would confer with 


iChief of Police Young in regard to the 


enforcement of the law. 


Excise Commissioner Robert J. Fine 
of St. Louis County, in which are all 
of the fashionable country clubs of St. 
Louisans, said the county Excise Board 
would give such clubs a reasonable time 
in which to obtain licenses’) He said the 
board would insist that such clubs as 
exist solely to evade the excise laws 
and have no other business except that 
of selling liquor, shall immediately make

MERCANTILE TRUST 
CFFKS TO APPEAL 
IN CAMPBELL CASE 


Company Takes Action to Con- 
test Revocation of Its Power 
as Executor. 


The Mercantile Trust Co., this after- 
noon, in the chambers of Probate Judge 
Holtcamp, filed notice that it desired 
to appeal from Holtcamp’s action last 
Thursday when he revoked the powers 
of the company as executor for the es- 
tate of James Campbell, multi-million- 
aire broker and public-service corpora- 
tion magnate. 

John 8S. Leahy, an attorney, at that 
that time was appointed administrator 
pendente lite. He was to serve pending 
litigation of a will contest filed by 
nephews and nieces of Campbell. The 
Mercantile Trust Co. was named as ex- 
ecutor in Campbell's will. 

At the courthouse it was said that 
an attempt to appeal from a Probate 
Judge’s decision was a most unusual 
proceeding. 

Rond to Cover Coats Filed. 


The notice was filed by Benjamin 
Schnurmacher, F. N. Judson and Sam- 
vel Mitchell, attorneys for the Mer- 
cantile Trust Co. Festus J. Wade, 
president of the trust company, and 
John Scullin, a director, accompanied 
the lawyers to the courthouse, but did 
not go into the Judge’s chambers. 

A bond to cover appeal costs was 
filed. 

After the application was presented 
Wade made the following statement: 

“The appointment of an administrator 
pendente lite of the James Campbell 
estate came as a complete surprise to 
the Mercantile Trust Co., Mrs. James 
Campbell, Mrs. Lois Campbell Burkham 
and St. Louis University. A conference 
was held between the officers of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., Mrs. Campbell, 
Mrs. Burkham and the St. Louis Uni- 
versity, and it was unanimously decided 
that the best interests of the estate 
would not be conserved by the with- 
drawal of the management of the estate 
from the Mercantile Trust Co. through 
the order of the Judge of the Probate 
Court. 

“Therefore it was deemed proper that 
an appeal from said order should be 
taken."’

The brief official statement issued last night by the War Office, says: 

‘‘There is nothing to report except some progress on our part in the re 
gion to the south of Dixmude.’’ 

The pushing of the Germans out of France opposite Nancy yesterday 
and the establishing of French positions inside the German frontier is re- 
garded as an important achievement at this juncture, proving that the allies 
are capable of carrying the war into the enemy’s country while holding the 
invading army in check in the North. 

The ‘‘Blue Devils,’’ as the Germans call the French light infantry oper- 
ating in the Vosges, again justified the terror in which they are held by the 
enemy. They led the final rush which forced the last of the Germans out 
of French Lorraine. These troops hesitate at no sacrifice to gaim an end, 
The second battalion, emulating the first battalion which took the first flag — 
from the Germans, held the vantage ground gained despite great losses. 

This seems to end for the time being the long effort against the un- 
fortified town of Nancy, the defense of which has proved a great surprise to 
the Germans. In the absence of strong forts they found before them what 
is more effective, in this war—field works. All through the foothills of the 
Vosges every thicket belched fire, ever knoll was @ little fortress, every 
guich a death trap, and the Germans left there the flower of the Imperial

German Invasion of Portuguese Colony 
in Africa Threatens Complications 


LONDON, Oct. 28.—The battle which all the world is watching still 
sways back and forth in the little district of West Flanders, where the 
allied forces are struggling to check the German advance to Calais, but 
ripples of war news are noted in widely separated points. 

First comes the new rebellion in South Africa, where the Boer leaders, 
Christian de Wet and Gen. Beyers, former commandant of the military forces 
of the Union of South Africa, have taken the field against the Union Gov- 
ernment on the heels of the checking of the rebellious movement under Col. 
Maritz. Gen. de Wet was the famous antagonist of Lord Kitchener during 
the Boer war, and the uprising he is now leading is treated by the British 
press as far more serious than the Maritz outbreak. 

Germans Reported Invading Portuguese African Colony. 

An event perhaps second in potential importance is the reported Ger 
man invasion of Angola, the Portuguese colony in West Africa. The dispate) 
comes almost coincidental with the announcement that Manuel, former King 
of Portugal, has offered his services to King George and is willing to take 
the field with the army of the Portuguese Republic. According to report, 
Manuel was recently in Portugal. 

Third, the unrest in Albania seems to be growing. Not only have bots 
Italy and Greece announced their intention of protecting their interests im | 
that territory by force of arms, but the Turks are said to be active in « cam 
paign to send troops and proclaim Albania a part of the Ottomas Empire. 

Aside from thcse political outcroppings of the great war, England re- 
ceived a shock in the news that a steamer, the Manchester Commerce, had 
been sunk off the coast of Ireland by a German mine. Up to the present 
time all such disasters have been confined to the eastern coast. The regios 
where this vessel wa; struck is on the first route of the great Atlantic liners 
from Liverpool and of the Clyde line steamers from New York and Canadien 
ports. The inference is that the Germans by penetrating this area, hoped te 
reach the transports bearing Canadian troops to the British Isles. 

British Warships Again Bombarding the Germans. 

British naval guns are reported to have resumed their bombardment of 
the Germans slong the Belgian coast. Seven times, altogether, the Germans 
have crossed and recrossed the Yser. Each time they succeeded in guining 
the left bank they found themselves in a death trap commanded by the guns 
of the defenders entrenched behind the railroad embankment running more oF 
less parallel to the Yser.

-Reliable information received here from 
Warsaw, giving a detailed history : of 
the attempted German advance in Rus- 
sian Poland, says the Russian Generals 
are absolutely at a loss ‘to expla fn 
they call a German error in delaying a 
night attack until the opportunity was 
lost.

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At the same time, however, the Rus- 
sian Generals, who always are frank 
in admitting the achievements or the 
enemy, express admiration of Gen. von 
Morgan's lightning advance of five Ger- 
man army corps over the difficult, 
swampy region approaching Warsaw 
from the southwest. The appearance of 
the Germans in this quarter was most 
unexpected, since the German network 
of railway systems and the previously 
constructed platforms for heavy guns 
pointed to the probability of a German 
advance from the northwest or west, or 
from anywhere except the southwest. 

Failed to Follow Advantage. 

The Germans made a grave error, it is 
asserted, in not pursuing the advantage 
derived from their unexpected advance, 
which would have enabled them to ap- 
proach within eight miles of Warsaw 
without their presence being made 
known. 

For unknown reasons the Germans 
suddenly decided to delay the attack un- 
til morning, which allowed the Siberian 
and other Russian reinforcements to 
protect the city adequately. Papers 
found in the possession of German offi- 
cers indicate that the general plan was 
to attack Warsaw that night. One ex- 
planation for the change in the plan is 
that the Germans failed to obtain the 
assistance of the Polish element upon 
which they had counted. 

The Russian Generals also admire the 
Germans’ abrupt extrication when they 
found themselves outflanked, their re- 
treat being so complete and precipitate 
that the Russians were unable to over- 
take and engage the rear guard in ac- 
tion for several miles. The whole affair, 
Including the whirlwind advance and re- 
treat, at present is a puzzle to the Rus- 
sians. 

The inhabitants of Warsaw say that 
the dropping of German bombs, which 
never were very damaging, now has 
ceased, and, reassured by the presence 
of Russian reinforcements and the prep- 
arations being made to engage the ene- 
my, the life of the city has become al- 
most normal.

Occupation of Avlona 
Puts Italy on Side of 
| Allies, Expert Argues

IX months ago the announce- 
S ment of the landing of Italian 
marines at Aviona, Albania, of 
the return of Greek troops to North- 
ern Epirus, would have promptly 
precipitated a general Buropean 
criole. If today it is overlooked, in 
the presence of desperate and possi- 
bly decisive battles in Flanders and 
Poland, it must still be recognized 
as promising one more complication, 
/ One more major change in European 
conditions, when at last peace shall 
be restored. ‘ 

The value of Aviona is revealed by 
a single giance at the map of the 
Adriatic. “At the mouth of the sea, 
where it narrows and both shores are 
visible from the deck of a steamer 
in midchannel, on the eastern shore 
is the wide bay of Aviona. Forty 
miles here separate Italy from Al- 
bania. In Italian hands Aviona com- 
mands the Adriatic, in Austrian 
hands, in the possession of a weak 
state, guaranteed by neutrality 
treaties, which are but ‘scraps of 
paper” henceforth, it becomes an in- 

, evetant perl! for Italy. 
Sook again at the same map, and 
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it will be seen that all the good 
harbors are on the eastern shore, 
most of them covered by the Austro- 
Hungarian colors, Trieste, Sebenico, 
Gravosa, Fiume and Cattaro, the last 
the finest of all, have belonged to the 
Hapsburges since the Congress of 
Vienna. Yet, without exception, they 
bear Italian names, and in all of 
them are to be found the splendid 
monuments of ancient Venetian 
glory. 
How Kingdom Was Born. 

The creation of the kingdom of 
Albania, at the conference of Lon- 
don in 1913, was the direct conse- 
quence of conflicting rivalries. For 
the Albanians no great Power cared. 
But Austria was resolved that the 
Serbs should not have their “window 
on the sea.” Italy was determined 
that the Austrian empire should not 
descend the Adriatic until it touched 
the Greek frontier and included 
Aviona. Finally Italy and Austria 
alike were determined to keep the 
Slav proteges of the Czar from pos- 
sessing an Adriatic littoral which 
might. afford a base for Russian 
fleeta. 

Yet even as the Albanian kingdom 
was created, it crumbled. The state 
included within its territories not a 
nationality striving for unity, not a 
new Servia or a second Bulgaria,

The German infantry met an onslaught of the Russians with a deadly and sustained 
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but a number of warlike tribes, sep- 
arated by religion, by rivalries of 
princes, a country wholly comparable 
with the Scotland of the Clansmen. 
Greece, Servia, Bulgaria, Rumania 
had been created because of an in- 
ternal risorgimento (regeneration), 
but from the fall of the Roman Em- 
pire to the peace of Bucharest, Al- 
banian conditions had not changed. 

‘Thus, before the tragedy of -Sara- 
jevo provoked a world war, the Ger- 
man princeling who resided, rather 
than ruled, in Durazzo had once 
been a fugitive from his capital, and 
was now little but a prisoner. With 
the opening shot of the. great con- 
flict, he quitted his state, leaving 
behind him only the chaos which had 
been its normal condition for cen- 
turies. 

Menace to Italy. 

If Austria and Germany should win 
in the great war, then it would be 
inevitable that Servia ani Monte- 
negro would become Hapsburg prov- 
inces and the Austrian empire would 
descend the valley of the Morava 
toward Sebenico, and along the Adri- 
atic from Cattaro to Scutari and 
Avlione. Once this advance caine, 
Italy would in fact lose the mastery 
of the Adriatic. More than «that, 
the Austrians would cutstrip her in 
the march toward the Near East. 

To forestall this, Italy has now 
landed her marines in Avlona, as she 
sent her troops to Tripoli three years 
ago. Whoever wins in the present 
struggle will have to confront the 
accomplished fact of Italian posses- 
sion of the key to the Adriatic. For 
the allies this has no peril. Italian 
possession of Avlona, an Italian pro- 
tectorate of Albania, both are with- 
out menace to any near or remote 
concern of the enemies of Austria 

and Germany. 


Intolerable to Austria 
But on the other hand cad: this is 


the vital thing, a victorious Austria 
wourl not endure the presence of 
Italy on both sides of the Straits of 
Otranto. England could quite as pa- 
tinetiv see Germany in Calais and in 
Dover. Such Italian expansion 
would, in fact, throttle the naval 
and tire commercial future of the 
Hapsburgs. If Austria has been 
willing to risk a world war to protect 
her Bosnian and Croatian provinces, 
she could hardly accept Italian sov- 
ereicnty on the Albanian coast wil- 
lingly. 

Thus, in the wider sense, Italian 
occupation of Aviona is a step, a 
long step, toward alliance with the 
enemies of Austria and Germany, an 
alliance which, if it has not imme- 
diate value, is still certain to exercise 
an influence later. The Italian voice, 
in any European aropagus hereafter, 
is likely to be raised for Anglo- 
French-Russian, rather than Austro- 
German, views. 

More than this, the prospect of 
Austro-German victory hereafter 
might force Italy to join tn the pres- 
ent war. For if it be conceivable that 
victorious Germany and Austria 
would forgive the desertion of Aug- 
ust, it is unthinkable that they would 
permanently permit Italy to profit at 
their expense, and bring home the 
greatest naval prize the Mediter- 
ranean Powers can now desire.

| and means to have it, but she can 


get it only at Austria’s expense. She 
longs for Trieste, and this, too, is 
Hapsburg. She has taken Avlona: 
her influence in Albania, henceforth, 
must mount. In her own peninsula 
she has thousands of Albanian sub- 
jects. 

The great Crispi was of Albanian 
descent. Hereafter her voice will 
prevail, at first perhaps only about 
Avalona, but later at Durazzo, at 
Scutari, in Berat. All this means 
Austro-Italian rivalry, jealousy, 
quarrelling. It must also mean grow- 
ing Franco-Italian friendship. 

at thee outset of the war, Austria 
and Germany are said to have of- 
fered Italy Algeria, Tunis, Corsica, 
Savoy, Nice, for her adherence to 
the Triple Alliance. But all these 
tempting offers failed to enlist Italy. 

First, because Anglo-French fleets 
were bound to control the Mediter- 
ranean, and Austria and Germany 
could offer no _ protection against 
them. But beyond this, the sympa- 
thy of Italy was with France and 
England, not Austria and Germany, 
and in the twentieth, as in the nine- 
teenth century, the enemy of Italy 
remained—Austria. 

For the future, then, Italian in- 
fiuence seems bound to be exerted 
against Austria. Yet there are cer- 
tain perils that will have to be met. 
When Greece occupied Northern 
Epirus in 1912, Italian opposition was 
ae violent as was the Austrian pro- 
test against Servian and Montenegrin 
operations about Scutari and Duraz- 
20. Then Italy maintained that 
Greece was, In fact, an ally of the 
Triple Entente, a friend of the 
opponents of Italy. 

Checked Greek Advance 

Thus, despite French effort, Gréece 
was compelled to surrender districts, 
Greek in population, along the Adri- 
atic from Corfu to Chimara, and in- 
land about Argyrocastro, Delvino and 
Koritza. These, it is to be presumed, 
she is now reoccupying. What re- 
mains to be seen is whether Italy 
will now acquiesce, or will insist on 
a second evacuation of Epirus. 

Servia and Montenegro plan to an- 
nex Dalmatia, as well as Bosnia, 
Herzegovina, Croatia and Slavonia. 
But Dalmatia is part of Italia Irre- 
denta (unredeemed Italy), Ragusa, 
Spalatro, Zara are ancient Venetian 
lands; the islands of the east coast 
are Italian by name at least. So 
Italy is likely to oppose the Slav ad- 
vance along the Adriatic, as she did 
the Greek. 

Indeed, in all this district, the Slav 
is the real rival of Italy, and is 
slowly pushing the Italians out of 
the coast cities, Slav ambitions are 
sure to have Ruasian support, and 
differences between Italy and Rus- 
sia are only less likely than be- 
tween Italy and Austria. 


Yet at the moment, the Itallan 
occupation of Aviona is unmis- 
takably a step toward closer re- 
lations between Italy and the 
enemies of Germany and Auatria. 
In the same fashion, Italian and

NeW REBELLION IN 


AFRICA IS HEADED - 


BY BUER LEADERS 


De Wet and Byers Start Revolt, 
Botha Goes to Front 
Against Them. 


By Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 28.—An official Preto- 
ria dispatch announces that Gen. Louis 
Botha, Premier of the Union of South 


Africa, has left for the front, to com- 
bat a new rebellion, led by Gen. Chris- 
tian de Wet and and Gen. Chris- 


tian Frederick Beyers, in the Orange 
Free State and Western Transvaal. 

Having put down the rebellion in the 
northern province of Cape Colony, led 
by Lieutenant-Colonel Maritz, the Gov- 
ernment of the Union of South Africa 
is now faced by the more serious rising 
under Gens. de Wet and Beyers, the lat- 
ter of whom resigned the command of 
the Union forces, when Premier Botha 
decided to take up arms against Ger- 
many in her African possessions. 

According to an official report 
ceived today, armed rebellious com- 
mandos are in existence already; the 
town of Heilbron, in the northern part 
of the Orange River Colony, has been 
seized and the Government officials 
have been taken prisoners, while a 
train has been stopped and armed citi- 
zens ef the British forces have been 
taken from it and disarmed. 

Tried to Avert War. 

The Union Government has issued a 
proclamation to the people announcing 
these events and explaining that, al- 
though it was aware of the rebellious 
preparations, it had been taking steps 
to preserve peace without bloodshed. 

‘Now,’ continues the proclamation, 
‘the duty of the Government is clear. 
It is determined to deal with the mat- 
ter with.a firm hand, and is taking all 
necessary steps to this end. The very 
great majority of citizens in every 
province of the Union are thoroughly 
loyal and detest the very idea of re- 
bellion. When they are aware of the 
situation they will undoubtedly give the 
Government every assistance in restor- 
ing order, and will carefully abstain 
from giving the rebellious movement 
any encouragement or support.” 

The citizens are called upon to be on 
the alert and give the Government in- 
formation and assistance, and those 
who have been gullty of disobedience 
under the defense act are advised that 
no action will be taken against them 
if they remain quietly at home.

German efforts. 
volunteer: 

“4. (Name deleted by the censor) 
was evacuated by the Germans, and 
we were sent in at nightfall. As soon 
as they saw our lights they began 
shelling us. We lost terribly. A num- 
ber of the men ran up the streets, and 
we got them together. I had about 2%, 
and retired in order. We were 600 who 
went in and must have left a third 
there. 

“Im, the morning we moved down to 
reinforce the network of trenches on 
our bank of the Yser. There was 4 
farm on our right, and some of our 
men were firing at it, but the door 
opened and three officers in Belgian 
uniform came out shouting, ‘Cease fire.’ 
So we sent a detachment to the farm 
and they were swept away by machine- 
gun fire: from the windows. I don’t 
know what happened afterwards about 
the farm. I lost sight of it. 

' Water Thigh Deep. 

“We got into the trenches. They lay 
a long way behind the raised artificial 
bank on our side of the river. At the 
northern end of them were masses of 
cross trenches, protecting them in case 
the Germans got across the bridges 
there and started to enfilade up. They 
were full of water, I firing for six hours 
myself thigh-deep in the muddy water. 

“The Germans got across the bridge. 
We could not show our heads or hands 
over our bank. The German machine 
guns shot us from crevices in_ their 
raised bank across the river, only a few 
yards away. 

‘Tl was hours dragging our wounded 
out of the cross trenches at the north- 
er- ends of the banks and behind the 
mound, till there was no more room for 
them there, and bringing up new men, 
single or two and three at a time, from 
further down the trenches to take their 
places. We lost our officers, but I got 
the men to listen to me. 

“Some of the Germans shelled us with 
cross-fire. They got into cross trenches. 
They fired down our lines from the side. 
We had to run back. I was too tired 
and sleepy to drag my feet. I think I 
must have fallen asleep. 

 Unhit tn 34 Fights. 

“We had an order to advance again. 
The French were behind us on either 
wing in support. I was too tired to get 
up. Someone kicked me. ,J looked up, 
and there were three of my friends, vol- 
unteers like myself. We had all joined 
together. They apologized and ran for- 
ward. They all are wounded now, but 
we are all still alive and I never was 
hit once in 34 fights. 

“I got up. so did a man on the field 
in front of me. He was shot through 
the head and tell back on me. I got 
up again. A shell burst beside me, and 
I saw three men, who were running 
past, just disappear. I was lying on 
my face again, and could not lift my 
head for sleep. But presently I found 
myself running forward again. I callei 
to the men lying about me, and run- 
ning near, I held my revolver at them, 
shouting for them to get up. 

“Soon we were all charging with bay- 
onets back at the Germans, who were 
shooting us froth our own trenches un- 
der the raised bank. They did not wait 
for us. They looked like frightened 
gray beetles as they scrambled up and 
away over our bank down into the river. 

“It was dusk, but we shot at them 
over the bank. The water seemed full 
of them. We crouched tn a big trench 
in the muddy water behind the bank. 
No, we did not sleep. 


Germans Six Feet Away. 


“Perhaps there were 30 left of our 
600. I think there was one officer far- 
ther along, but it was quite dark, and 


Here is the story of the fighting as told to me by a young 


I did not see him. Some of the men 
talked very low. Then I heard voices 
whispering and talking near us on the 
river side. Our bank was of earth, 
perhaps five feet high and six feet 
thick. On the other side it fell steeply 
to the river. I sent ‘Hush’ along the 
line and we listened quite silent. 

“I thought I heard German words 
and an order passed along on the other 
side. So I crawled up onto the bank, 
not showing my head, and you know it 
was really about 300 Germans who had 
stayed there on our side under the bank, 
fearing to cross the river. So we stayed 
all through the night. 

‘“‘We did not sleep, nor did they. There 
was just six feet of piled, Wet earth 
between us. We only whispered and 
could hear them muttering, and the 
sound of their belts creaking and of 
water bottles being opend. 

Shot for His Accent. ., 

“There was a thick gray mist hang- 
ing low in the morning. I crawled onto 
the bank again, holding my revolver 
outstretched. A fray figure stood up 
in the mist below close to me. He 
looked like a British soldier in his kha- 
ki, and he said, ‘It is all right; we are 
English.’ And I said, ‘But your accent 
isn’t, and shot him through with my 
revolver. 

‘Some of our men crept to the bank, 
but they shot them, and some of them 
climb*d over, but we fired at heads or 
arms as they showed only a few feet 
away. The: fell backward or onto us, 
or lay hanzing on the bank. Then we 
all waited. 

“As it grew lighter, they did not dare 
to move away and none of us oould 
get alive over the bank to use the bay- 
onet. A few men made holes in the 
looser earth, and so we firea at each 
other through the bank just here anu 
the: We were all together and yet 
we could not get to each other. But 
some of the men, theirs and ours, got 
over lower down, so there was firing 
now and then, and two men were killed 
near me, sliding down into the water in 
the trenches. 

“Somebody threw a cartridge case 
acros3 close to me. On the paper in- 
side it was scrawled one word, ‘Sur- 
render.’ I did not know if they wanted 
to surrender themselves or wanted us 
to surrender. They were more numer- 
ous, but we were better placed, so we 
went on scrapping and crawling around 
to get a shot at them. 

Too Sleepy to Think. 

“Perhaps it was the French who got 
round at the ends, for there was heavy 
firing and we heard quite close, through 
the raised bank, a few slipping down 
in the river edge and the water splash- 
ing. Some of us pulled ourselves onto 
the bank. I heard our men scrambling 
up on either side of me, but could not 
see or think. I was too sleepy. I shouted 
to charge and then must have fallen 
over on my head, rolling down the 
bank. There were 15 of us unhit here, 
but I think we came away with just 
about 100 out of our 600 of yesterday.” 

The volunteer who so gallantly did a 
Captain's work is a young, slight, ordi- 
nary Belgian trooper, a volunteer pri- 
vate in the ranks. He was muddy, 
limping and unspeakably tired in mus- 
cle and nerve. His story was interrupt- 
ed by blanks in his own consciousness 
of events, lapses familiar to men whose 
muscles and nerve are exhausted, but 
who must still work on without sleep. 
For the following 10 hours, without 
pause he acted as an interpreter and 
a most capable adviser in getting long 
trains of stretchers with his wounded 
Belgian compatriots down and onto the 
British hospital ships.

“In the dim glare of the. burning 
bushes: some of the enemy threw down 
their arms and pleaded for mercy. No 
quarter, however, was given. The work 
was too desperate for that. Bayonet and 
bullet did their work and the enemy 
was driven back on Roulers. 

“A battery and several machine guns 
were captured and thousands of prison- 
ers were taken, including @ general and 
several other officers.” 

Forty Hours’ Continuous Attack. 

A correspondent of the Times in West 
Flanders, under date of Tuesday, in de- 
scribing the ebb and flow of the battle 
andthe stubborn heroism,of the Bel- 
gian soldiers, says: 

“The Belgians never entirely dis- 
lodged the. Germans from the footing 
they obtained across the Yser near 
Fervyst, though the Germans. suffered 
terrible losses in keeping the strip of 
ground thus won in the bend of the 
river. Again and again they have been 
practically swept away by Belgian 
shrapnel, but they have continued to 
pour, men into the death trap which 

served them as a bridge-head. 

“At Dixmude and Nieuport the strug- 
gle has been equally severe. At Dix- 
mude the French marines were obliged 
to withstand a 40 hours’ continuous at- 
tack before they were able to expel the 
Germans at the point of the bayonet. 

French Send Reinforcements. 

“Last Saturday the Germans made 
another crossing further south: neser 
Saint Georges Capelle and a frightful 
struggle ensued between the river chan- 
nels. The German occupied the village 
of Stuyvekenskerke and were driven 
out, but ‘not for long. The Germans 
concentrated their mitrdilleuses:on the 
canal bank and raked the Belgians, 
compelling them to retire again. The 
fighting continued till Sunday morning. 
when the arrival of the French forces 
resulted in driving the Germans bac« 
over the river except the little force 
holding the bridge head at Tervaste. 

“The German attack on Dixmude was 
repulsed last night with heavy loss. 

‘The main point at which the Germans 
crossed the river and where the situa- 
tion has been most critical is north of 
the village of Pervyse, on the railway 
line from Nieuport to Dixmude. They 
crossed last Thursday, but were pre- 
vented from advancing over the main 
waterway at that time. On Saturday 
they succeeded in getting across the 
second channel and nearly reached the 
railway line. They were finally driven 
back after fierce fighting and it is the 
railway embankment which now forms 
the main line of the Belgian defense 
from Nieuport to Dixmude.

Wilson today issued a proclamation des- 
ignating Thursday, Nov. 26 as Thanks- 
giving day. 

The. President’s proclamation, which 
refers to the fact that the United 
States is at peace while much of the 
rest of the world is at war, follows: 

“By the President of the United States 
of America. 

“A proclamation: 

“It has long been the honored custom 


autumn of the year in praise and thanks- 
giving to Almighty God for his many' 
blessings and mercies to us as a nation. 
The year that is now drawing to a close 
since we last observed our day of na- 
tional thanksgiving, has been, while a 
year of discipline because of the mighty 
forces of war and of change which has 
disturbed the world, also a year of 
spécial blessing for us. 
Responsibilities Realized. 

“It has been vouchsafed to us to re- 
main at peace, with honor, and in 
some part to succor the suffering and 
supply the needs of those who are in 
want. We have been privileged by our 
own peace and self-control in some de- 
gree to steady the counsels and to shape 
the hopes and purposes of a day of fear 
and distress. 

“Our people have looked’ upon their 
own life as a nation with a deeper com- 
prehension, a fuller realization of their 
responsibilities as well as of their bless- 
ings and a keener sense of the moral 
and practical significance of what their 
part among the nations of the world 
may come to be. 

“The hurtful effects of foreign war 
in their own industrial and commercial 
affairs have made them feel the more 
fully and see the more clearly their in- 
terdependence upon one another and has 
stirred them to a helpful co-operation 
such as they have seldom practiced be- 
fore. 

Great Moral Stimulation. 

“They have been quickened by a great 
inoral stimulation. Their unmistakable 
ardor for peace, their earnest pity 
and disinterested sympathy for those 
who are suffering, their readiness to 
help and to think of the needs of oth- 
ers, has revealed them to themselves 
ar well as to the world. 

“Our crops will feed all who need 
fcod; the self-possession of our people, 
amidst the most serious anxieties and 
difficulties and the steadiness and re- 
sourcefulness of our business men will 
serve other nations as well as our own. 

“The business of the country has been 
supplied with instrumentalities and the 
commerce of the world with new chan- 
nels of trade and intercourse. The Pan- 
ama Canal has been opened to the com- 
merce of the nations. The two conti- 
nents of America have been bound in 
closer ties of friendship. New instru- 
mentalities of international trade have 
been created, which will be also new 
instrumentalities of acquaintance, inter- 
course and mutual] service. Never be- 
fore have the people of the United 
States been so situated for their own 
edvantage or the advantage of their 
neighbors or so equipped to serve them- 
selves and mankind. 

Invitation to Offer Thanks. 

‘Now, therefore, I, Woodrow Wilson, 
President of the United States of Ameri- 
ca, do hereby designate Thursday, the 
twenty-sixth of November next, as a 
day of Thanksgiving and prayer, and in- 
vite the people throughout the land to 
cease from their wonted occupations and 
in their several homes and places of 
worship render thanks to Almighty God.

WILSON NOMINEE FOR JUDGE IN

John F. O’Brien, Sentenced to Workhouse Here 
in 1896, Later Went There and “Made 
Good’’—Identity Discovered by Chance.

Tries to “Make Good.” 

Leaving his record behind him in St 
Louis, O’Brien tried to ‘“‘come back” by 
“making good’ in another city, but 
someone “snitched’’ and the St. Louis 
police ‘“‘rapped’’ to him and once more 
he is “down and out.” In police lan- 
guage it is “up to’’ O’Brien to “buy a 
long ticket.’’ 

Many of O'Brien's friends and party 
supporters believe that, despite his past 
record, his reformation had been com- 
plete and that he would have made a 
good Judge of the Juvenile Court. But, 
knowing the strong arm of the law bet- 
ter than his advisers do, he has decided 
to give up the fight.

He was tried in police court Jan. 28, 
1903, on a charge of idling and was ac- 
quitted.

Since O’Brien’s record began to come 
to light it has been learned that when 
he arrived in Indianapolis about three 
years ago he was almost destitute and 
applied to a charitable organization for 
aid under the name John O’Brien. 
few months later when he received milk 
from the Children’s Aid Association he 
registered as Frank O’Brien. 

Mrs. Mary E. Mays, a flower mission 
nurse, recalls that in June, 1912, she 
cared for Mrs, O’Brien. At that time, 
she says, she asked Mrs. O’Brien why 
she and her hsuband did not return to 
St. Louis, where relatives might care 
for them. She says Mrs. O'Brien re- 
plied: 

“My husband can’t go back to St. 
Louis. He left there under a sort of 
cloud.”’ 

It was at first believed here that John 
F. O’Brien had assumed the name of 
Frank X. O’Brien, living in St. Louis. 
Investigation there showed that the John 
F. O’Brien mentioned in the Bertillon 
reports was sometimes known as Frank 
X. O’Brien and that he acted as a run- 
ner for police court lawyers. 

O’Brien had been admitted to the In- 
diana bar and had practiced in the 
county courts, though not extensively, 
as well as in the Police Court in this 
city. At the primaries, O’Brien received 
5194 votes, Taylor 4825.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Oct. 3.—Apropos of 
the sharp cut in the United States Steel 
common dividend announced yesterday, 
it is pointed out that running time of 
mills in the Pittsburg distri-: has grad- 
ually fallen off from about W per cent 
of the maximum on Oct. 10, to lesr than 
# per cent of the maximum at the be- 


ginning of this week. Yesterday the 
Steel Corporation's tinplate plants at 
Chester, W. Va., suspended operations 
entirely and the Carnegie Steel Co.% 
works at Bellaire, O., closed until after 
Nov. 15. 

Two plants in the Monongahela Val- 
ley, which were operated with 400 men 
employed on Oct. 10, are employing 
less than 600 jointly today. 

Carnegie Steel officjais say they see 
no signs of a trade revival until after 
the first of the year, the absence of 
facilities for financing large enterprises 
being largely responsible. 

Few Orders for Cars. 

It is a matter of common knowlegge 
in steel circ'es that one of the largest 
steel car interests in the district has 
less than #00 cars on its books, while it - 
generally shows #w ‘to 10,000 cars under 
orders. 

On Dec. 31, 1913, a total of 36,02 Steel 
Corporation employes were holders of 
common stock in the Steel Corporation 
under the corporation's stock subscrip- 
tion plan. The aggregat. holdings of 
these 35,026 employes were 146,42 shares 
of common stock on that date. This 
does not take into account any of the 
stocks that had been bought outright by 
Steel Corporation employes, but only 
that part that had been assigned under 
the stock participation plan, Of this it 
was estimated that 80,000 shares were 
neld in the Pittsburg district. This does 
not include the stock on which pay- 
menta have been partly tiade. 

The subscriptions for 1913 under the 
stock subscription plan showed that 
during the year 4,498 employes ;

LONDON, Oct. 3.—A Portuguese mil- 
itary mission, comprising three officers 
of the general staff, is now in London 
arranging, in conference with the Brit- 
ish authorities, the necessary prepara- 
tions for co-operation of Portuguese 
forces with the allies. 

Former King Manuel of Portugal, who 
in September, 1913, married Princess Awu- 
gustine Victoria, daughter of Prince 
William Hohenzollern, has offered to 
serve with the Portuguese if Portugal 
decides to join the allies.

HOLTCAMP TOOK SALARY, 
RESERVED RIGHT TO FEES 


He Knew When He Ran for Probate Judge That 


Office Was on Salary Basis—School Board 
Accepted His Position as Intent to Sue. 


The law placing the Probate Judge's) 
office on a salary basis, instead of a 
fee basis, was enacted by the Legisla- 
ture of 1956. When Judge Holtcamp 
ran for Probate Judge in 1906 he knew 
that the office was on a salary basis. 
He states. in his letter that he has not 
filed any suit to recover the excess fees 
of the office which have accrued during 


his two terms and has no intention of 
doing so, but paid over the fees under 
protest “‘merely to reserve such rights 
as the Supreme Court might thereafter 
determine’ that he had in them. 
The city officials and the Board of 
Education accepted Judge Holtcamp’s 
reservation of his right to these fees as

STATEMENT FROM 
JUDGE HOLTCAMP 
TO POST-DISPATGH 


He Replies to Published Article 
on His Official Record and 
an Editorial. 


ATTITUDE TOWARD FEES 


Explanations Given of Allow- 
ances Made by Him in, the 
Handling of Estates. 


ST. LOUIS, Oct. 26, 1914. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
On. my return to the city, Sunday 
evening, two apicles about me, one in 


your issue of Oct. 23, undertaking to 
publish the facts of my official record 
as Probate Judge of this city, and the 
other an editorial in your issue of Oct. 
24, urging the voters of St. Louis to 
permanently retire me to private life, 
_ were called to my attention. 

As your published platform, carried 
daily at the head of your editorial col- 
umn ig to ‘“‘never tolerate injustice,” 
and as your attacks upon me as a can- 
didate for re-election to the office of 
Probate Judge are based upon a miscon- 
ception of the facts of my official rec- 
ord, I take leave to give you the full 
truth about the several matters therein 
mentioned, and request that you publish 
the same in your next daily issues and 
give it the same prominence which you 
gave to the articles attacking me. My 
official record is an open book, and it is 
due both to the public and myseld that 
the facts in connection with your 
charges should be made known. 

Your editorial of the 24th is based up- 
on your article of the 23d, in which you 
attempt to publish my official record. 

Reply to en Editorial, 
Your charges are twofold: 

First, that I declined to abide by the 
law regulating the salary of Probate 
Judge and have failed to turn over to 
the City Treasurer the fees earned by 
the Probate Court. 

Second, that the fee allowances made 
by me in handling estates in the Pro- 
bate Court are excessive. 

In reference to my attitude toward the 
law fixing the salary of Probate Judges 
you put me in a peculiarly odious po- 
sition because your articles strongly im- 
ply that I am endeavoring to thwart 
the purposes of the public schools by 
depriving them of some of their rev- 
enue. 

I was educated in the public schools. 
I have had the honor of being a mem- 
ber of the Patrons’ Alliance of the Do- 
zier Public School of this city and was 
at one time its president. My obliga- 
tions to and interest in the public 
schools of St. Louis should raise a pre- 
sumption in my favor of lack of hostll- 
ity to the system of which all our citi- 
zens are proud. 

Salary Law Decision. 

You state editorially, ‘‘The validity of 
the salary law has been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court, but Judge Holtcamp re- 
fuses to accept it,’’ and from that you 
draw the unwarranted inference that it 
is my purpose to institute legal proceed- 
ings for the recovery of a large sum of 
money, which you state would otherwise 
go to the public school fund. The facts 
are as follows: 

Judge Imel, Probate Judge of St. Jo- 
seph, Mo., brought a suit some three or 
four years ago to test this law, claiming 
that it was unconstitutional The Su- 
preme Court decided against Judge Imel, 
in a divided opinion. After the decision, 
Judge Lydy, Probate Judge of Greene 
County, at Springfield, Mo., feeling that 
one phase of this question had not been 
presented to the Supreem Court, began 
a new suit to test the constitutionality 
of this law, and this suit is now pending 
before the Supreme Court, undeter- 
mined, having been argued and submit- 
ted April, 1918. In view of the fact of 
the pendency of these two suits, I paid 
over the fees of the Probate Court, with 
the reservation of such rights as the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court might there- 
after determine. Surely there can be no 
objection to my having what the law as 
determined by the highest court of the 
State may award. I have never filed 
suit, not enetrtained an intention of so 
doing. 


Salary Law and Fees. 

Again you state in your editorial: 

“This attitude of Judge Holtcamp 
toward the salary law is sufficient 
ground for his defeat. Public sentiment 
demanded the abolition of the old fee- 
grabbing system and no man who is not 
in harmony with this sentiment, and re- 
fuses to accept the law passed in re- 
sponse to it, should be elected to the of- 
fice."’ 

If the act of reserving such rights as 
the Supreme Court may give me consti- 
tutes opposition to the law, then every 
man who claims what the law gives him 
is lawless and, according to you, unfit to 
hold public office. 

If the salary law is declared unconsti- 
tutional by the Supreme Court tn the 
case now pending, whoever is elected to 
office must be placed upon the fee basis, 
and must accept either fees or nothing. 

You charge in your editorial: ‘That 
Judge Holtcamp has paid all fees, ex- 
cept those for one year which he holds, 
to the City Treasury under protest.” 

Receipts From Treasurer. 

Your article of the 234 refers to these 
as the fees of 1912. 

The fact is that I hold a receipt from 
the City Treasurer of St. Louis, under 
date of Jan. 13, 1918, for the fees of the 
Probate Court for 1912—and I hold a 
similar receipt for the fees of the Pro- 
bate Court for each year during my in- 
cumbency of the office. 

Reply to Your Second Charge. 

You give a number of instances and I 

will therefore reply to each charge sep- 
arately. 
1, You charge that under the law a}. 
lowing $3 a day for appraisers of estates 
subject to the collateral inheritance tax 
I have allowed fees far in excess of this 
sum to certain appraisers and you quote 
figures of amounts so allowed. 

You treat the matter as if appraisers 
were appointed on a salary of & per day 
to appraise all estates. Your conception 
of the law is erroneoug A S@parate ap- 
praiser must be appointed for each and 
every estate and is entitied to 8 a day 
for each and every day employed in ret.

fixd by the statute, and the Supreme 
Courts of Iowa and Colorado, in con- 
struing analogous statutes, have heli 
the allowance must be made upon the 
basis I have indicated. Such has been 
the general practice of the Probate 
Judges of this State since the enactment 
of this law in 1899, including my prede- 
cessors in office, both Democratic and 
Republican. 

Your article implies that the fees paid 
are for the sole benefit of the appraiser. 
The fact is the allowances include com- 
pensation for experts he may employ. 
You state that Judge Lee received an al- 
lowance on the basis of 200 days in one 
month. The fact is, that of the amount 
thus received by Judge Lee $250 was 
paid to Fred G. Zeibig for his services 
ag an expert appraiser. 

Allowances to Administrators. 

2. In the matter of allowances to Ad- 
ministrators and their attorneys your 
comment is unfair in that it creates the 
impression that I arbitrarily fixed these 
sums, and because you fail to state 
that the allowances made were only 
after the hearing of testimony as to 
the value of such services. In the Mil- 
ler estate, which you mention, the al- 
lowances were fixed after a hearing of 
such testimony in the presence of all 
the litigants and their attorneys and 
were fixed at a sum lower than the 
lowest amount which prominent attor- 
neys testified to be reagonable. In that 
estate Henry Kortjohn Jr., the admin- 
istrator pendante lite, instead of dis- 
bursing only $20,000 as you state, made 
it a part of his compromise and caused 
tc be paid $116,000 to the Guardian Trust 
Co. as a result of the settlement with 
Mrs. Miller’s children and $34,000 to the 
American Trust Co, in payment of Mrs. 
Miller’s debts. He also disbursed $30,000 
additional, or a total of about $179,000. 
When he took charge of the estate the 
securities were in such shape as to re- 
quire very careful attention, since the 
property represented by them was wide- 
ly scattered, for example $5000 in Aus- 
trian bonds, which security the Admin- 
istrator refused to accept. When the 
Administrator pendente lite was ap- 
pointed, he found that the executrix had 
only inventoried $87,505.45 as the entire 
assets of the estate, and some reali 
estate in Oklahoma. He was formally 
notified by the attorneys for contes- 
tants that the estate was much larger, 
and that assets were being withheld. 
Upon investigation he found that the 
estate was at least three times greater 
than inventoried. The Administrator 
was required to take prompt and ef- 
fective steps to collect and preserve the 
assets of the estate. In order to get 
the executrix to account for the same, 
it was necessary to issue an attachment 
against her. The attorney in this case, 
George B. Webster, successfully de- 
fended an $80,000 sult against the estate 
and performed yarious other services 
in reference to it, including traveling 
and taking of depositions in various 
states. In my experience as a Probate 
Judge there had been no estate which 
was in more active litigation and re- 
quired more careful attention than the 
Miller estate. 

Block Fatate Guardianship. 

3. In the Block estate, it might be in- 
ferred from your article that I declared 
A. §S. Block insane and that subse- 
quently a jury declared him sane. 
matter of fact, he was declared insané 
by a jury as the law required. When 
he was declared insane, he was engaged 
in the commission business and -had a 
large amount of perishable produce in 
stock and in transit. Maurice H. Bie- 
derman, who had been his confidential 
agent in the management of his busi- 
ness for a number of years, was ap- 
pointed guardian, and took charge of 
an intricate situation requiring high 
executive ability. He handled Block’s 
business so well that he saved the es- 
tate a large sum of money, did a $147, 
000 business, paid the bank $30,000 of 
Block’s debts, had a substantial balance 
of cash in bank, and showed a profit in 
six months where Mr. Block while. in 
charge during a corresponding period 
had sustained a loss. He was allowed 
$6500 which was 6 per cent of the amount 
of his disbursements and the compensa- 
tion fixed by law. Maurice H. Bieder- 
man personally selected John S. Leahy 
as his attorney, and, subsequently the 
firm of Leahy, Saunders & Barth, which 
was formed after this time. I had 
nothing to do with either selection and 
wag not even consulted about it. John 


S. Leahy had been the personal attor- 
ney of A. 8. Block for a number of 
years, prior to his insanity, and was 
familiar with his business, and for that 
reason was selected by Mr. Biederman. 
Campbell Administrator. 

The allowance to Mr. Leahy and his 
firm in this case was after a full hear- 
ing and testimony as to the value of 
the services rendered, given by an ex- 
Judge of the Probate Court and leading 
attorneys of the bar. These witnesses 
testified that the services rendered by 
Biederman’s attorneys were worth from 
$5000 to $7500. I allowed $5000, the addi- 
tional $500 being for services rendered 
prior to the insanity of A. S. Block. 
This allowance was not opposed by any 
of the parties in interest and covered a 
period from November to March—and 
not for 22 days, as you state. 

You seem to object to my appoint- 
ment of Johns S. Leahy as administra- 
tor pendente lite of the Campbell es- 
tate. The appointment, so far as I 
know, has met with universal approval, 
and I have no apologies to make for it. 

I feel justified in demanding the publi- 
cation of this article conspicuously and 
the retraction of these charges which 
are not sustained by the facts, for the 
truth of which I vouch the public rec- 
ords of the Probate Court.

notice of his intention to sue to recover 
them. The Board of Education, before 
it could get possession of the fees, was 
compelled to give the City Treasurer, 
the City Auditor and the City Comptrol- 
ler a contract to indemnify them against 
the expense of any litigation that might 
be instituted by Holtcamp to recover 
the fees. 
Object of the Contract. 

This contract was prepared by the City 
Counselor. Its object was to throw the 
burden of defense of any suits Judge 
Holtcamp might file upon the Board of 
Education, instead of upon the three city 
officials who had no special interest in 
the controversy, and whose offices 
served merely as a channel through 
which the fees were conveyed from the 
Probate Court to the Board of Educa- 
tion. But the three officials feared if 
they paid over the fees to the Board of 
Education that they would be held liable 
on their bonds—hence the contract. 

The Supreme Court’s decision uphold- 


ing the validity of tne law of 190 was | 


handed down in 1912. Even if the Court 
should, at any later date, decide that the 
law of 1905 was unconstitutional in the 
case of Lydy vs. Greene County, which 
Judge Holtcamp cites, it would be neces- 
sary for him to file suit in the régular 
way before he could recover the fees 
which he has already paid over to the 
Board of Education. 

While paving the way for the recov- 
ery of the excess fees, Judge Holtcamp 
has regularly accepted the salary of 
the office. When W. W. Henderson 
was Probate Judge he refused to accept 
the salary provided by the Statute, and 
later filed suit to recover the fees. Hen- 
derson’s suit was successful. The law 
of 199 was enacted by the Legislature 
to correct the defects of the law invali- 
dated by the decision of the Supreme 
Court in the Henderson case. The fact 
that Judge Holtcamp has accepted the 
salary of the office, while reserving his 
right to the fees accumulating during 
his administration, would necessarily 
raise a point to be litigated before he 
could recover. 

Law on Allowances. 

In defending his allowances of fees to 
Edwin W. Lee and Henry A. Baker for 
collateral inheritance tax assessments, 
Judge Holtcamp says that a separate 
appraiser must be provided for each and 
every estate and is entitled to $38 a day 
for each and every day employed in ref- 
erence to each estate. 

Here is exactly what the law, section 
822 of the Revised Statutes of 1909, says 
on this subject: 

Every appraiser shall be paid, 
on the certificate of the Probate 
Judge, at the rate of $3 per day 
for every day actually employed 
in such appraisal, and his actual 
and necessary traveling expenses, 
and the fees paid such witnesses 
(witnesses that may be called to 
testify to the value of the estate) 
which fees shall be the same as 
those paid to witnesses subpenaed 
to attend courts of record, by the 
county collector out of any funds 
that he may have in his hands on 
account of any tax imposed under 
the provisions of this article, 

The law makes no provisions for 
paying the appraisers $3 a day for 
each and every day employed on every 
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Department.

Records in Miller Case. 

In defending the allowance of, fees 
to Henry Kortjohn and George B. Web- 
ster in the Miller estate controversy, 
Judge Holtcamp says that Webster suc- 
cessfully defended an $80,000 suit against 
the estate, which makes it appear that 
Webster alone handled this litigation 
and was responsible for the defeat of 
the claim. 

The records in this case show that the 
law firms of Bishop & Gobbs and Stern 

Haberman represented the Miller 
estate in this litigation, and that Web- 
ster wwas brought into the case incl- 
dentally as attorney for Kortjohn, who 
was acministrator pendente lite. The 
real work of defending the estate 
against the claim was done by the law 
firms and not by Webster, as Judge 
Holtcamp makes it appear. 

The case to which he refers was the 
suit of Foley vs The Miller Estate. 

This was a claim for money that Fe 
ley is alleged to have invested in vari- 
ous joint enterprises with Miller. Foley 
was represented by Attorney Lon QO. 
Ifocker. When the question of the al- 
leowance of the Webster fees was 
brought before the Probate Court, the 
attorneys for the Miller estate called In 
Hocker to testify as to the value of the 
services rendered by Webster. Having 
handled the litigatjon for Foley, Hocker 
was in a position to know what the 
services were worth. 

Compromise on Allowances. 

The hearing to determine the value of 
Webster's services was behind closed 
doors, but at the time it was held a 
Post-Dispatch reporter learned that 
Hocker fixed the value of Webster's 
services at $500. 

Webster called, among others, John 38. 
Leahy—who has been one of the lawyer> 
favored with many appointments by 
Judge Holtcamp—and Leahy testified 
that the services were worth $15,000. 
Judge Holtcamp allowed Webster a fee 
in this estate of $7500, and Kortjohn 
was allowed a fee of $12,500, making an 
aggregate fee of $20,000 aliowed to the

The attorneys for the Miller estate ap- 
pealed to the Circuit Court against these 
allowances—and Kortjohn and Webster 
,ompromised for about $11,000 and the 
case never went to trial. 

Opinion of Attorneys. 

According to attorneys who handled 
the Miller estate, the actual disburse- 
ment made by Kortjohn during his tem- 
porary administration was between $20,- 
000 and $21,000. A great deal of worth- 
less securities were included in the es- 
tate, according to the lawyers, and these 
were listed in the inventory, and were 
included in the disbursements, which 
Judge Holtcamp cites as being much 
larger. 

Webster, for whom Leahy testified in 
the Miller estate, also figures conspicu- 
ously with Leahy in the Block estate be- 
fore Judge Holtcamp. When the mother 
of the late Albert 8S. Block filed suit in 
the Probate Court to have him declared 
of unsound mind, she employed Leahy 
as her attorney. The Court appointed 
George B. Webster to represent the in- 
terests of Block at this hearing. The 
object of Mrs. Block in filing the suit 
was to have Block’s property placed in 
control of a guardian to prevent it from 
passing into control of a woman to 
whom he was not then married. 

Mrs. Block had expected herself to be 
appointed guardian of her son, but the 
Court selected Maurice ‘H. Biederman 
who had been a bookkeeper for Block 
Leahy was appointed, by Biederman, as 
his attorney. In order to get the estate 
out of Biederman’s hands, the mother 
caused an action to be started to have 
Block restored and eight days later Block 
made a will, with Leahy as his attor- 
ney, naming Margaret Stevens as the 
principal beneficiary of his estate. This 
was the woman whom Mrs. Block, the 
mother, was trying to prevent from get- 
ting possession of the estate. Soon aft- 
er this will was made Block and the 
Stevens woman were secretly married 
in Springfield. 

Block Case Appointments. 

Leahy, who had been’ employed 
originally to represent Mrs. Block, 
mother of Albert Block, in her 
effort to preserve the estate, later be- 
came the attorney of Margaret Stevens 
Block. These facts were all brought 
out and are a matter of record in the 
sult filed to break the will of Albert 
Block, 

Biederman, as guardian of Block, had 
charge of the estate about five months. 
Judge Holtcamp allowed him a fee of 
$6500, and Leahy a fee of $5000 for serv- 
ices to Biederman, and $500 for services 
to Block’s mother. Block, at this time, 
was by order of the court, declared in- 
sane and incapable of managing his 
business, 

George B. Webster, who had been 
appointed by the court to represent 
Block in the insanity trial, was later 
appointed by Judge Holtcamp attor- 
ney for Julius Haller, named ag ad- 
ministrator pending the contest to 
break the Albert Block will. 

The law of 1905, placing the Pro- 
bate yudge on a salary, required the 
excess fees of his office to be paid 
into the city treasury within 30 days 
after the beginning of each calendar 
year. 

Impression Corrected. 

In the Post-Dispatch's review of 
Judge Holtcamp’s record the impres- 
sion was given that he had not yet 
paid into the city treasurer’s office 
the surplus fees from his office for 
1912.. This impression was erroneous. 

During the fiscal year of 1911-12, 
following the controversy over these 
fees, Leon W. Quick, then City Treas- 
urer, refused to accept the checks 
paid to him under protest. He acted 
on advice of the City Counselor. In 
that year only $725.95 was paid into 
the city treasury by the Probate 
Court, but after the Board of Educa- 
tion had given the Treasurer, Comp- 
troller and Auditor a contract amount- 
ing to a bond to protect them azainst 
any loss resulting from any litiga- 
tion Judge Holtcamp might institute 
to recover the fees, the payments 
which had been accumulating were 
turned over to the treasurer. 

The City Treasurer was under the 
impression, when a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter inquired about these fees, that the 
Probate Court was still holding the check 
for 1912 The fees for the calendar year 
of 1912 were paid Jan. 15, 1913, but some 
of the fees accruing prior to Jan. 1, 1911. 
were 1 ot paid into the City Treasurer's 
office until July 17, 1914. All these pay- 
ments were made by Judge Holtkamp 
ander protest.

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CITY PLAN HEAD. 
POINTS QUT NEED 
OF Tht PARKWAY 


C. P. Walbridge, Before B. M. 
L.. Says Carrying Out of Pro- 
ject Would Redeem District. 


Cyrus P. Walbridge, chairman of the 
City Pian Commission, told the mem- 
bers conference ef the Business Men's 
League, at their weekly luncheon in the 
Mercantile Club today, that the 21 blocks 
of property embraced in the Central 
Parkway project were unproductive and 
that the proposed improvement would 
greatly enhance adjacent property 
values. 

Walbridge told the diners the City 
Plan Commission had made a survey of 
the district embraced in the parkway 
from a real estate and business stand- 
point. In the 21 blocks were found 21 
pleces ef vacant ground with an aggre- 
gate frontage of 750 feet. 

“Some of this ground,”’ he said, “was 
formerly occupled by buildings which 
have been burned or torn down. All 
of it Hes wholly unproductive. 

“In the same 21 blocks there are to- 
day 47 buildings entirely vacant and for 
rent. Of the remaining buildings many 
are only partly occupied. 

‘‘There are 45 pieces of improved prop- 
erty having upon them signs for sale. 
Frequent form of these signs is ‘For 
Sale at a Sacrifice,’ ’’ 

There has been erected within the last 
three years just one structure, a small 
hotel in the vicinity of Union Station 
and the two stores on the ground floor 
| of this hotel are still for rent. 

Vacant Buildiags and Lots. 

“Let us consider the two frontages 
upon the proposed parkway. These 
frontages will be the north side of 
Chestnut from Twelfth street to Beau- 
mont and the north side of Pine from 
Beaumont to Channing. The other 
frontage will be the south side of Mar- 
ket street from Twelfth to Beaumont 
and the south side of Lawton from 
Beaumont to Grand. The frontage 
along Market street upon this parkway 
includes four blocks now occupied by 
the city hall and municipal courts 
building and the Union 8tation. 

“On these two frontages facing the 
parkway there are today 22 pieces of 
vacant ground ranging from 25 to 333 
feet. In three blocks facing the pro- 
posed parkway there is just one build- 
ing occupying © feet. Two. blocks 
and the remainder of the third block 
have no buildings upon them. 

‘“‘Facing the parkway on the two 
frontages are 50 buildings entirely va- 
cant and for rent. These include stores 
and flats and residences, some of them 
in fairly good repair, many of them 
dilapidated and offered at rental hardly 
paying the taxes. There are several 
factory buildings from two to four sto- 
ries in height entirely vacant and for 
rent. 

Parkway Would Redeem District. 

“On the two frontages are 46 build- 
ings of varied character offered, as the 
signs show, for sale and for lease. 

“There are a total of 22 pieces of va- 
cant ground, aggregating 2053 feet. This 
vacant ground fronting on the proposed 
parkway is more than 10 per cent of 
the entire frontage. If we take out the 
city hall and municipal courts build- 
ing and the Union Station blocks, the 
unoccupied ground today fronting on 
the proposed parkway is approximately 
15 per cent of the whole. 

“The City Plan Commission believes 
that the central parkway will redeem 
this district and that it will bring about 
a marked increase of values in adjacent 
property. The commission bases this 
belief in the ‘commercial value of the 
parkway upon the experience of other 
cities In this country and abroad which 
have made similar improvements.”’ 

Rabbi Leon Harrison of Temple Israe} 
said the parkway would be one of the 
greatest achievements in the city’s his- 
tory. It would mean the awakening of 
civic pride in St. Louis. The people of 
St. Louis, he said, would be filled with 
this sort of pride if the city would give 
them a few things to be proud of.

Thursday Tomorrow 


United States Senator Stone, Vice- 
President Marshall and J. Ham Lewis, 
the picturesque United States Senator 
from Hilinois, will be the speakers at 
the principal Democratic mass meeting 
‘of the campaign in St. Louis tomorrow 
night. They will speak at the Odeon, 
Grand and Finney avenues. 

Senator Stone spoke at Hannibal last 
night. He made a plea for his own re- 
election and the re-election of the Demo- 
cratic members of Congress, not upon 
' personal grounds, but for the purpose 
of enabling the Wilson administration 
to carry out its policies. He said, in 
part: 

“IT do not come to the people of Mis- 
souri asking them to return me to the 
Senate, merely that I may receive a 
renewed commission entitling me to hold 
a public place; I do not ask the elec- 
tion of Democratic Congressmen, merely 
that they may retain public positions. 
I ask the suffrage of the people for 
Democratic candidates in Missouri that 
the work that has begun in Washington 
by the President and Congress may be 
continued and that the program may be 
completed, The political fortunes of 
men are not alone concerned. There is 
another and more vital issue. Do the 
people of Missouri approve the work of 
the Wilson administration? If they do, 
I assume that they desire its full con- 
summation. We cannot reap the bene- 
fits of the work begun if it is to be in- 
terrupted when but half-completed.” 

Says Clark Turned to Wilson. 

He referred to his advocacy of the 
nomination of Speaker Clark, with 
whom he toured Lincoln, Ralls and Pike 
counties during the day, declaring that 
he and Clark had joined in turning to 
the leadership of Wilson, following the 
BRaltimore convention. 

“During the long, arduous and labori- 
ous session of Congress just concluded.” 
said the Senator. “We have enacted 
more constructive legislation than haf 
ever been enacted since the declaration 
of American independence.

“We're Satisfied the Outlaws 
Can Do No Further Harm,” 
Says National League Chief. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 28.—No dove of 
peace flitters over the National 
League, according to Gov. John K. 
Tener, president of that organiza- 
tion, who is making a short business 
trip to New York. The chief executive 
of the older league declared last 
night that no overtures had been 
made to the Federal League and that 
none has been contemplated. Also 
Gov. Tener emphatically asserted 


that the National League had taken 
no cognizance of the two-day meet- 
ing held here by the Federals last 
week. 

“I am not here on baseball busi- 
ness,’’ said Gov. Tener, when asked 
for a statement concerning the stand- 
ing of organized baseball and the 
Federal League, “but I do not mind 
saying that the National League is 
perfectly satisfieq with existing con- 
ditions, and is not at all anxious to 
treat with the Federal League, either 
peacefully or otherwise. It was only 
through the newspapers. that j 
learned of the Federal meeting, and 
therefore I could not have been in- 
terested in what the opposition was 
doing. 


No Chance for Peace. 

“The National League enjoyed a 
most satisfactory season this year, 
considering the existing business 
conditions, and the directors of the 


League are far from any worry that 
might be caused by a rival organi- 
zation. We have nothing in common 
with the Federal League, excepting 
that we both produce baseball games 
for the public, and as long ag the 
public enjoys the brand of baseball 
that we portray I can see no reason 
why we should be frightened, even 
should a dozen more leagues ‘nvade 
our territory. 

“Tl understand that some of the town- 
ers in the National League have talked 
with Federal League owners as to what 
might take place should organized base- 
ball recognize the Federal League, but I 
am sure that these meetings have only 
been from a business standpoint that 
each may understand just what could be 
expected-—ef the other. It did not mean 
peace, by a long ways.”’ 


Feds at End of Rope. 


Asked if the National League had 
made arrangements for continuing the 
war for next year, Gov. Tener said that 


the war was over as far as the National 
League is concerned, and, explaining 
that, he said that the National League 
was satisfied that the Federal League 
could do no further harm. There have 
been no arrangements completed for 
next year, and there willbe none until 
the directors of the League meet early 
next year.

REPORT ON ‘BOTTLING’ 
CHARGE HELD BACK 


Brokaw Accuses Democratic 
Members of Trying to 
Hurt Bond Issue; Gas 
Company Makes Bridge 
Electior® Day Holiday for 
Employes. 


The Alton and Mi8sissippi approach 
grabbers showed their hand last night, 
in a@ movement to defeat the free bridge 
bond issue. The meeting of the House 
of Delegates was attended by Leo J 
Scherrer, promoter of the A. and M., 
whose presence in the legislative cham- 
ber was denounced after the meeting 
by Delegate Brokaw. 

Scherrer had presented a description 
cf the located bridge approach and its 
surroundings to Chairman Gallagher of 
the Railroads Committee, whose report 
of,an investigation of alleged “bottling” 

y tracks of the Alton and Southern 
Et: ilroad was scheduied for submission 
last night. 

Many Democrats, including Speaker 
Gazzolo and Delegate Scully, who are 
candidates, were absent, campaigning 
and Gallagher, in the face of a close 
vote on its adoption, asked leave to de- 
lay his report until next Friday. 

The acuivity of Scherrer in the House 
investigation shows that this discredited 
enterprise is still being fostered by th+ 
promoters, who ar> trying to defeat th- 
bond issue that will be voted on Nov. 6. 
If the bond issue carries, the located 
approach to the free bridge is the only 
ene that can be constructed under the 
ie ms of the ordinance which will be 
voted on, and it means the final extinc. 
tion of the A. and M. hopes. 

Brokaw-Scherrer Clash. 

Brokaw and Scherrer clashed wher 
they met just after the meeting ac- 
journed. “I do not like the Interest: 
you represent, and your presenc here 
is abhorrent to me,” Brokaw tod 
Scherrer. 


Unable to Force Report. 
Republican members were unable to 


force a report on the investigation of 
the located approach in Illinois. 

Gallagher held a corsultation with 
acting Speaker McCarthy at the Speak- 
er’s desk when reports from standing 
committees were called for, then an- 
nounced he had been unable to assem- 
ble a majority of the Railroads Com- 
mittee to approve a report and asked 
leave to report at the next meeting, 
Friday. There were five of the seven 
members of the committee present at 
the meeting. 

Delegates Brokaw and Schwartz pro- 
tested and Brokaw moved that the in- 
vestigation resolution be taken from 
the committee and considered by the 
whole House. Gallagher offered a sub- 
stitute that the committee be instruct- 
ed to report Friday, and on roll call, 
Gallagher’s motion prevailed, 8 to 7, 
Delegate Ebrecht, Republican, asking 
to be excused from voting. It was a 
straight partisan vote, there being eight 
Republicans and eight Democrats pres- 
ent. 

After the meeting, Brokaw had a 
heated debate with Delegates McCarthy 
and Whalen, in which he charged that 
the Democratic members were doing all 
in their power to hurt the bridge bond 
issue, although McCarthy had voted to 
locate the Illinois approach in a pre- 
vious Assembly. 

Hostile to Located Approach. 

Brokaw told reporters after the meet- 
ing that McCarthy boasted to him that 
he had advised against a report by Gal- 
lagher when he saw that there were 
not enough favorable votes present to 
adopt the report, which it is known 
will be hostile to the located approach. 

Scherrer told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he had submitted a description of the 
located bridge approach and its sur- 
roundings to Chairman Gallagher. 

The Alton & Mississippi approach was 
fought for by the House majority until 
more than 50,000 citizens initiated by pe- 
tition the bend issue ordinance provid- 
ing for the completion of the located ap- 
proach on the land already acquired by 
the city. 

It was presumed that A. & M. pro- 
moters had abandoned their attempt to 
have the bridge built along their line 
until Scherrer’s appearance at recent 
House meetings and the investigation 
of the located approach was started on 
a resolution offered by Delegate Mc- 
Carthy, an A. & M. supporter. 

Gallagher's Report Ready. 

Gallagher had a report ready before 
the meeting convened last night and at- 
tempted to get its approval by Delegate 
Hall, the only Republican member of 
the Rallroads Committee. Hall refused 
and said he would submit a minority re- 
port. 

The investigation was ordered to deter- 
mine if tracks of tne Alton & Southern 
Railroad, an independent line owned by 
the owners of the Aluminum Ore Co. of 
East St. Louis, would “bottle” the TIll- 
nois railroad approach of the free 
bridge. The committee visited the site, 
accompanied by President Kinsey of the 
Public Service Board and representa- 
tives of many civic organizations. 

Kinsey stated at the investigation that 
there was no danger of bottling the 
bridge because the city would have pow- 
er at any time, if necessary, to extend 
or change the location of its bridge ap-

ACCESS TO FOREST PARE. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Some years ago ‘the Post-Dispatch mace a 
strenuous and successful fight against railroads 
ir. Forest Park, taking the ground that the park 
belongs to the people and should be kept for 
them unobstructed by either steam or electric 


railroads. 

Under the then existing conditions the 
Dispatch may have been right—it often is. 
propose to preach from the same text, “The park 
belongs to the people,” and point out some rea- 
sons which should, under present conditions, in- 
d@vce your great paper to modify its position and 
in place of opposition, advocate a street car line 


into Forest Park. 

Generally speaking, if the park belongs to the 
people, they should have access to it, and to ali 
of it. All the peaple should be able to enjoy it; 
not alone the owners of autos and athletes, but 
also the toddling youngster and the infirm and 
aged adult. You should be able to see many 
happy children browning in the sun, infirm age 
reposing in the shade, picnic groups, strolling 
lovers and even overworked newspapers writers. 
In short, there should be no one to whom tne park 
is merely an idea, a hopeless dream of cool shad- 
ws and fragrant flowers. 

As it is, the flat dweller may carry the baby 
from the cars into the outer edge of the park and 
be content to gaze, as Moses did, upon the prom- 
ised land within. 

This need is of peculiar force now, in view of 
the fact that so large a proportion of our people 
live in apartments and have little or no chance 
to wet their feet on to the turf. 

So much—and it might well be more—for the 
park in general. To come down to particwars, 
the people in St. Louis own an art museum, a 
@helter house, a bird cage, and a zoo, iocated 
closely together in the center of the park. The 
nearest street car lines are from one-half to 
three-quarters of a mile away, perhaps farther. 

These places are supported by taxes paid by 
the people, and are of great popular interest, as 
is demonstrated by the vast numbers who visit 
them, even under the present adverse conditions. 
They should be accessible to all people, the poor 
&s well as the rich, the weak as well as the strong: 
helplese youth and tottering age should command 
our special care. You will find some little chil- 
Gren dancing with joy before the birds and the 
monkeys, but they all come in autos unless perad- 
venture an occasional lusty young father, by rea- 
gon of strength, has trundled his baby carria ve 
so far through the hot summer sun. 

It was the dream of the late Halsey Ives, 4iI- 
rector of the Art Museum, indeed, the central 
purpose of his long and useful life spent.in St. 
Louis, to popularize art, to bring jt into the work, 
lives and homes of the people. He believed that 
the people would respond and imbibe the spirit 
of art once they came in intellfent contact with 
it. It was largely due to his influence that the 
. People voted to tax themselves to support their | 

museum in Forest Park. 

This museum is growing richer every year in 
There is even now being installed 
@ great art library for the free use of the vreople 
with working rooms for art students. The shel- 
ter house crowns the hill above the bird cage. '‘t 
ecmmands a lovely and extended view of park 
and city. Spreading out from its front are gar- 
dens of flowers which should bloom for all the 
people of St. Louis. 

These things are there, but unaccessible to a 
very large proportion of our people. 

Now, sir, I claim That all the citizens of #t. 
Louis have a right to be let to see these things. 
They own and maintain them. Why should tiey 
not enjoy and profit by them? I offer the fol- 
lowing suge>stion: 

_ There is a natural valley or gulch, beginning 
© oh the south side of the park contiguous to the 
_ ear line and winding through the wooded portion 
to a point about midway of the three points of 
main interest. namely: The Art Museum. the 
shelter house and the z00, and convenient to them 
all. A spur could come in through this valley, 
with a loop at this midway point. It could cross 
(underneath) only one important drive. [t could 
be traversed by bridges for pedestrians. This 
spur would not only carry people to these main 
points of interest, but it would also take thom 
threzgh “tre pertion of the park best adapted to

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Whether this particular route is the best or not. 
Iam satisfied that a car line can be so built as 
not to interfere with or endanger the use of the 
gurface of the park. , 

It be desirable in order to accommodate 
the fet north of the park to run a line clear 
through the park, but a spur from the south to 
the foot of Art Hill alone would be a vast benefit. 

There are some other features for the park that 
I would Uke to propose, but the first and impor- 
tant thing is to get there.

JUDGE HOLTCAMP’S DEFENSE. 
Judge Holtcamp’s statement printed in today's 
Post-Dispatch, that he has no intention of bring- 
ing suit for excess fees seems ridiculous in view 
of his payment of fees under protest and his 
further statement that he stands on his rights

-| Pending the decision of the Supreme Court on 


one phase of the fee question in the suit of 
| Judge Lydy of Springfield. 

That his protest is regarded as a basis for a 
suit—the only means by which he could assert 
any legal right to the fees—is proved by the re 
fusal of the city officials to accept the fees with- 
out a contract from the Board of Education 
guaranteeing the cost of litigation. 

Judge Henderson, who received his fees through 
ddfects in the law, refused to accept the specified 
salary. Subsequently the law was amended and 
approved by the Supreme Court and Judge Holt- 
camp was elected to the office on a salary basis. 
He accepted the salary, but protests against the 
surrender of the fees, standing on whatever 
might turn up during his term of office to recover 
his fees. 

Judge Holtcamp’s statement puts him in a 
worse light than he was before; it reflects on 
without in the slightest degree 
diminishing the significance and force of his fee 
payment protest. 

The fact about the return of his check by City 
Treasurer Quick is a minor matter. He did hold 
the fees for a year on account of his protest 
against paying them to the school fund. The 
Judge’s profession of love for the public school 
system looks good in print, but did not prevent 
him from casting an anchor to windward which 
might keep the fees of his office, payable under 
the law’to the public school fund, in his own 
pocket. 

Not less damaging is his attempt to justify his 
allowance of fees to Attorneys Lee and* Baker 
for work in appraising estates for inheritance 
taxation. The law plainly fixes the compensa- 
tion at $3 a day for appraisal work. The Judge 
allows $3 for every estate upon which the ap- 
rraiser works during a day—many times $3 a 
day for the day’s work. Judge Holtcamp ex- 
cuses the excess allowances for each day’s work 
on the ground that payments were made to ex- 
pert appraisers. The law provides for only one 
appraiser and provides that expert advisers shall 
be paid as witnesses in ordinary cases. 

Twisting the law to the advantage of fee 
grabbers, as Judge Holtcamp does in this case, 
is the worst possible recommendation for the 
probate bench. 

In the Miller and Block cases, upon which 
Judge Holtcamp touches, the facts are more fully 
stated in a new article on another page, with in- 
formation concerning other cases. The facts 
emphasize the point of large liberality to the 
group of men who serve as Judge Holtcamp’s 
appointees at the expense of estates. They sug- 
gest greater care for the interest of the ad- 
ministrator and the attorney than becomes the 
legal protector of estates and guardian of the 


elinterests of the widow and the orphan. 


Nothing that Judge Holtcamp has said mitigates 
the judgment in favor of his retirement for 


the Probate Judgeship. 


FAIR ‘ENOUGH. 

The Supreme Court rules that if any social 
club wish to conduct a saloon for its members 
it must first procure a saloon license, and obey 
all the rules of law governing other saloons. 

It has long heen the fashion to describe the 
saloon as the poor man’s club. 

This court ruling, declaring the club to be the 
rich man’s saloon, has the merit of being demo- 
cratic, anyhow. 


PEOPLE’S RULE IN EAST S8T.: LOUIS. 

East St. Louis taxpayers have shown the tax- 
payers of other Illinois cities how to protect 
themselves from ‘being sold into bondage to public 
utility companies by unintelligent or unfaithful 
city officials. 

Through their People’s Protective League, they 
have thrust Mayor Chamberlin and his legal ad- 
visors aside, have got from the City Water Co. 
an agreement granting all the people asked for, 
and have had this agreement approved by Chair- 
man Thompson of the Illinois Public Utility Com- 
mission. Concessions granted are: 

1. Minimum flat rate of $1 a month for 
water in houses is reduced to from 41 to 76 
cents a month, according to size of house 

2. Cost of piping water from main to rrop- 
erty line is to be paid by the company in- 
stead of by the consumer. 

8. The $1 fee for turning On the water for 
each consumer is abolished. 

4. The charge for water lost by leaky pipes 
on any consumer's premises is cut from 30 


cents per 1000 gallons to 10 cents. 
5. The metered rate is cut from 36 cents to 


22% cents. 

6. The ordinance granting the company a 
new 80-year franchise is to be amended to 
enable the city to buy the plant at the end 
of any 6-year period instead of at the end of 
any 10-year period, and at its physical vralua- 
tion instead of on the basis of its earning 


capacity. 
These concessions, except No. 6, are to be the 


terms of a new operating policy, regardless of 
the fate of the new franchise ordinance, and are 
expected to be made operative immediately, by 
order of the Utility Commission. 

There is some doubt of the legality of the 
ordinance passed by the City Council Monday 
night repealing the new franchise. There is no 
doubt the repeal ordinance will halt the company’s 
proposed $1,000,000 bond issue based on the new 
franchise. The Protective League has with- 
drawn its plea in the City Court to enjoin the 
franchise grant, and the Council is expected to 
indorse the new peace pact and amend the fran- 
chise ordinance as stipulated therein. The com- 
pany’s old franchise expires next summer. The 
people will elect a new city government next

April. Mayor Chamberlin, whe has tried harder 


to Serve the company than to get fair terms for

the city, will retire. 

We venture to remind the people of Hast 
St. Louis of the axiom that no large city in this 
day can afford to leave its water supply in pri- 
vate control, conducted for profit. The time for 
Fast St. Louis to buy the water plant is right 
now. The city could have no better fortune than 
to elect a strong municipal government next 
April, pledged to take over the plant at a fair 
valuation and make its rapid extension and im- 
provement a cardinal policy of the next two years’ 
administration. 


VOTE THE BRIDGE BONDS. 

The movement among employers to give their 
employes time to vote on the bridge bonds is 
excellent. Every voter should have an oppor- 
tunity to cast his ballot. 

On the other hand, employers, while giving 
employes time to vote and opportunity to inform 
themselves with regard to the bridge question 
should avoid any action which would lend color 
to a charge of undue influence. 

The arguments in favor of bridge completion 
are so overwhelming that intelligent voters can- 
not fail to be convinced that it is their duty to 
cast their ballots for bridge completion. 

Early objection formerly urged against bonds 
to complete the bridge is now removed. The 
Southern Traction franchise has been repealed. 
There is no foundation for the charge that the 
bridge can be bottled. The Terminal no longer 
is able to exercise monopoly power, the projected 
approach extends over the Terminal belt and the 
Alton & Southern the latest object of “bottle” 
attacks, offers to sell the land, which it is alleged 
threatens the freedom of the bridge, to the city 
at the price paid for the right of way. 

The unfinished bridge reproach should be re- 
moved. The bridge should be put to work earn 
ing its maintenance and serving as a means of 
abolishing the present arbitrary and as a guar- 
antee against bridge monopoly. St. Louis needs 
a completed free bridge. Vote the bridge bonds. 
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RODENBERG PERIL IN THE 22ND. 

The old Republican machine which has been 
responsible for so much misgovernment in East 
St. Louis received a severe jolt two years ago 
in the defeat of its candidate for Congress, William 
A. Rodenberg, after a series of victories that had 
enabled him to uphold Cannonism for 12 years 
at Washington. 

This year the machine professes to be confident 
of a restoration of its former success at the polls. 
In the primaries it dictated the renomination of 
its candidate, Mr. Rodenberg, who was repudiated 
by more than 3500 majority in 1912. It is con- 
ducting a campaign for him along the old familiar 
standpat lines of tariff privilege defense and 
calamity wailing, aided by intensive forms of 
organization work. 

Mr. Rodenberg, during his long service, has 
come to stand for a type of Congressman with 
which William N. Baltz, his successor and the 
present member, is in agreeable contrast. In the 
making of the remarkable record that stands to 
the credit of the present Congress, Mr. Baltz has 
had a praiseworthy part. 

The voters of the Twenty-second Illinois Dis- 
trict should not make the great blunder of send- 
ing Rodenberg back to Washington. He belongs 
to a vanishing class of Congressmen, bankrupt in 
prestige and influence and in the qualities of 
helpfulness to their constituents. Baltz has made 
a good, common-sense, useful. member who de- 
serves re-election on his record. The President 
is entitled to the support which Baltz’s return by 
an increased majority will afford. 
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THE MINE HORROR AT ROYALTON. 

The mine at Royalton, Ill., in which 50 or more 
men lost their lives by an explosion, is said to 
have been equipped with every known safeguard 
for preserving life and for rescue work, which 
equipment had the approval of Federal and State 
authorities and was regularly inspected. 
If this is true, the causes of the lamentable 
explosion will be a profitable subject for study. 
Something was at fault, either defective or in- 
sufficient apparatus or carelessness in individuals, 
and when we know what it was, data on the 
means of protecting life in mining operations 
will be extended. 
That life-destroying happenings in mines have 
rapidly diminished since there began to be a 
science of safety first principles is a matter of 
common newspaper observation. This accident 
at Royalton was unquestionably a preventable 
accident. Seemingly knowledge of how to pre- 
vent it was lacking. 
The least we can hope for as a result of the 
horror is that its lesson shall be painstakingly 
learned and diligently applied for preventing 
further horrors of its kind. ,

NEW YORK, Oct. 2%—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrighted financial review 
today, says: 

‘In most respects, today’s markets 
were such as would naturally be ex- 
pected, after last week’s sweeping re- 
adjustment of position in the market 
for international exchange, with sterling 
rates holding firm. 

“Other markets weres mostly at a 
standstill, but there were no unfavor- 
able developments, if one excepts the 
reports in the weekly steel trade re- 
views, which were distinctly gloomy. 
The Iron Age reports Pittsburg as work- 
ing only 40 to 45 per cent of producing 
capacity, with Chicago falling to 80 per 
cent, and it shows some decline for the 


week in prices. 
Foreign Exchange Is Quiet. 
“The foreign exchange market showed 
little change from yesterday, and sight 
drafts on London ruled most of the 
time at 4:90%, which was %-cent above 


yesterday’s closing. There were rather | 


large offerings of exchange resulting 
from purchases of supplies for the ac- 

unt of the belligerents, and reports 
rom various commercial centers 
showed that enormous buying of boots, 
foodstuffs and other material was in 
progress. 

‘“‘These orders were an important fac- 
tor in the commercial and financial sit- 
uation and dispatches to banking in- 
terests here, showed that the buying 
was sufficient to cause considerable 
revival in various irdustries. 

“The full force of these purchases has 
not been felt yet, but it is evident that 
they will become a very ‘important fac- 
tor in various markets. 

“A shipment of $750,000 gold. was made 
to Ottawa. It was difficult to secure 
any quotation for sight drafis on Ger- 
many, as the market was thoroughly 
unsettled and the supply of exchange 
was very much in excess of the de- 
mand for remittances to either Berlin 
or Hamburg. 

“Germany buying of foodstuffs here 
was a large factor, and although there 
were no new developments it was clear 
that the purchases were if anything, 
broader than they were last week. One 
or two ships clearing for Italian ports 
yesterday took immense consignments 
of cotton for the German mills. . 

“These shipments will immediately en- 
large now that it has been deciared 
that coton shipments in neutral bottoms 
would not be held upon the seas. 


Cotton Pool Is Forming. 


“The cotton pool was in process of 
formation, but some of the interior 
banks were rather backward about com- 
ifig in. It is expected, however, that 
most of the important interior banks 
will consent to participate in the fund, 
on the basis of terms laid down by the 
committee, acting under the instructions 
of = Federal wy Board. 

“The 48 of this city will advanes 
thar 000,000 as soon as the Federal 
Reserve Board asks for it; and it is ex- 
pected that large contributions will be 
made by institutions in Chicago, St. 
Louis and other large cities, within the 
next day or so. 

“Some ye oe has apparently de- 
veloped in the plan, but the chances are 
this will be removed, as soon as the full 
plan is better understood by the banks 
there. 

‘“‘Advices from the West told of an im- 
proved inquiry for high-grade bonds and 
notes and the absorption appeared to be 
sufficient to provide for most of the 
floating supply of the really high-grade 
very best investment issues, for com- 
paratively short periods. 

“The demand for short-term issues 
here was broad and there appeared to 
be increased buying by some of the ‘in- 
terior banks which under normal condi- 
tions are large lenders on Wall street 
collateral. 

“This movement was not unnatural, 
since with easier conditions in the money 
market a flat 6 per cent income return 
looks pretty attractive. 


The Steel Dividend. 

“The action of the Steel Corporation 
yesterday afternoon in reducing its quar- 
terly dividend from 1% to % of 1 per 
cent was by no'’means unexpected. The 
dividend at the annual 5 per cent rate 
has not in fact been fully earned in any 
mye etd period of the past 12 months. 
ts payment left a deficit of $1,002,000 in 
the three months ending last December; 
of $6,289, for he quarer ending wih 
March, and of $5, 159, for the quarter 
ending with June, 

“The reason or maintaining the high- 
er rate so long was undoubtedly the 
hope that, with our great harvest of 
1914, a handsome recovery in earnings 
would ensue. That was, in fact, the 
sequel to the similar abundant harvests 
of 1912, whose first quarter earned $5,600,- 
000 less than the year before, and the 
smallest sum in eight years, but whose 
seoneng quarter earned $12,000,000 more 
than in 1911, making the third largest 
recorded showing for the period. 

“To what extent the autumn of 1914 
would have’ repeated this, if Europe 
had remained at peace, is perhaps a 
fruitless matter of conjecture, because 
we now have pretty definite grounds for 
believing that the depression in the 
whole world’s industry, during the past 
12 months, was really due to conviction 
that this very war was coming.
